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The  Northern  Nigeria  Medical  Report  for  1908. 

The  average  number  of  Europeans  resident  in  the  Protectorate 
during  the  year — excluding  those  engaged  on  the  Northern  Extension 
of  the  Lagos  Railway — was  499,  of  whom  399  were  officials  and  100 
non-officials — 481  males  and  18  females. 

The  native  population  wms  estimated  at  being  approximately 
7,000,000. 

There  are  no  means  of  obtaining  statistics  under  this  head. 

There  were  10  deaths  from  all  causes  among  the  Europeans  during 
the  year,  all  being  officials. — 6  deaths  which  occurred  on  the  Northern 
Extension  of  the  Lagos  Railway  not  being  included. 

The  total  crude  European  death  rate  calculated  on  the  average 
resident  population,  and  not  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution, 
was  20.04. 

There  were  48  Europeans  invalided  home — 28  officials  and  20 
non-officials. 


The  total  invaliding  rate  was  96.19,  that  of  officials  being  70.17 
and  of  non-officials  200.

There  were  5  deaths  amongst  Officials  on  leave. 

There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  average  resident  European 
population  as  compared  with  1907,  of  75,  last  year’s  average 
population  having  been  estimated  at  424.  The  death  rate  was  higher 
by  3.54  per  thousand,  and  the  invaliding  rate  lower  by  21.73  per 
thousand.  The  figures  however  dealt  with  are  so  small  that  con¬ 
clusions  based  on  comparisons  of  one  year  with  another  are  apt  to  be 
fallacious.  Taking  the  statistics  of  the  five  previous  years  (  1903-7) 
as  a  basis,  the  death  rate  is  below  the  average  by  17.17  per  thousand, 
and  the  invaliding  rate  by  54.94,  the  average  rates  being  37.21  and 
151.13  for  these  years.

Annual  Report,  Medical  Depai'tment  1908. 

As  in  former  years  the  most  unhealthy  months  for  the  Europeans 
were  August  and  September,  the  number  of  admissions  having  been 
114  and  loi,  in  these  two  months,  as  against  57  in  February,  63  in 
March,  and  61  in  April. 

The  general  character  of  the  diseases  prevailing  showed  little  or 
no  change.  The  case  mortality  of  Blackwater  fever  was  above  the 
average  of  the  last  five  years  but  the  cases  were  fewer  in  number. 
The  actual  number  of  admissions  being  14  with  4  deaths.

The  greatest  number  of  deaths  among  Europeans  occured  in 
August  and  November,  and  there  were  no  deaths  in  May,  June, 
October,  and  December;  during  the  rest  of  the  year  the  mortality 
was  evenly  distributed  through  the  months. 

The  native  death  rate  varied  but  little  throughout  the  year,  and 
owing  to  the  absence  of  any  serious  epidemics  was  much  lower  than 
in  any  year  since  the  Protectorate  was  established. 

The  greatest  amount  of  sickness  among  Europeans  has  been  due  as 
in  former  vears  to  Malaria.  The  total  number  of  admissions  from 
this  disease  ( Blackvv'ater  fever  being  classified  separately )  were 
307,  compared  with  318  admissions  during  last  year,  and  370  the 
year  before,  445  in  1905,  and  515  in  1904, -a  progressive  diminution 
in  the  number  of  cases  met  with  in  spite  of  the  increase  of  population. 

Dysentery.  22  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  year 
among  Europeans,  with  no  deaths,  all  being  of  a  mild  type,  as  against 
23  cases  in  1907. 

Cerebrospinal  pexer.  Only  2  cases  with  i  death  were  met  with, 
both  in  natives. 

Sleeping  sickness.  3  cases  were  admitted,  all  natives.  There  is 
however  considerable  evidence  to  shew  that  this  disease  is  not  un¬ 
common  on  the  Benue,  but  the  portion  of  the  Protectorate  where  it 
is  said  to  occur  has  not  yet  been  thoroughly  examined.  It  is 
apparently  confined  to  small  areas  and  has  never  assumed  the  form 
of  epidemics  such  as  have  occurred  in  East  Africa. 

Bcri-Beri.  9  admissions  with  i  death,  as  against  5  cases  in  1907. 

Syghilis.  There  w^ere  549  admissions  amongst  natives  from  this 
disease.  In  1907  there  were  774,  a  very  marked  diminution  in  the 
number  of  cases.  As  in  former  years  the  north  eastern  part  of  the 
Protectorate  has  furnished  the  greatest  amount  ol  sickness  from  this 
disease. 

}Rws.  1 14  cases  were  admitted. 

The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  European  stations  is  very 
satisfactory,  and  ds  being  improved  year  by  year. 
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The  systematic  measures  taken  for  the  prevention  of  malaria — 
segregation  of  Europeans — drainage — and  the  general  use  of  Quinine 
as  a  prophylactic — -continue  to  give  most  gratifying  results,  as 
evidenced  by  the  continuous  fall  in  the  number  of  admissions  from 
this  disease.  The  European  population  has  increased  since  1904 
from  322  to  499,  and  the  yearly  admissions  from  malaria  have  fallen 
continuously  from  515  to  318  in  the  same  length  of  time.  Per¬ 
manent  dwelling  houses  are  being  erected  in  out-stations,  and  when 
these  are  completed  and  the  dangers  to  health  and  hardships  under¬ 
gone  while  travelling  are  reduced  by  the  completion  of  the  Railway, 
there  should  be  a  further  very  considerable  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  sickness.  During  next  year  it  is  hoped  that  condensers  will  be 
supplied  to  all  stations  not  already  provided  with  them — those  now  in 
use  having  proved  most  successful. 

The  sanitation  of  the  native  towns  away  from  the  various  provincial 
headquarters  leaves  much  to  be  desired  but  native  habits  are  difficult 
to  change. 

Zm\^eru.  The  average  European  resident  population  was  70, 
64.6  officials  and  5.4  non-officials.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  canton¬ 
ment  is  satisfactory,  the  drainage  being  effective  and  the  water 
supply  good.  Drinking  water  is  supplied  by  a  condenser  from  the 
Dago  river,  and  is  of  excellent  quality.  Refuse  is  carried  away,  and 
burnt  as  far  as  possible  and  the  conservancy  is  on  the  dry  earth 
system. 

The  general  health  of  the  population  has  been  good,  the  number  of 
Europeans  admitted  to  hospital  during  the  year  having  been  57  with 
I  death,  as  against  76  in  1907  .There  has  been  a  progressive  diminution 
in  the  number  of  admissions  for  the  past  5  years. 

There  were  740  admissions  to  the  native  hospital  during  the  year, 
and  2368  out-patients  were  treated  there. 

Gaol.  The  sanitary  condition  is  good,  and  the  general  health  of  the 
prisoners  has  much  improved.  The  cells  are  kept  clean  and  the  yard 
dry  and  well  swept.  The  water  supply  is  good  and  sufficient;  the 
ventilation  is  ample.  Average  number  of  prisoners  252 

Freed  Slaves'  Home.  The  compound  and  dormitories  are  kept 
clean — the  water  supply  is  sufficient  and  the  food  good.  The  average 
number  of  inmates  was  210,  and  their  general  health  was  satisfactory. 
The  prevalent  diseases  were  malarial  fever  and  Intestinal  parasites. 

Lokoj'a.  The  average  resident  European  population  was  95.4, 
66.8  beino:  officials  and  28,6  non-officials. 

There  were  112  admissions  to  the  European  hospital  during  the  year 
with  I  death,  as  against  122  with  2  deaths  last  year.  There  were  849 
natives  admitted  to  the  native  hospital,  and  1138  out-patients  were 
treated.  The  sanitary  condition  of  the  station  is  satisfactory,  the 
drainage  is  good  and  the  drinking  water  supplied  by  the  condenser 
was  sufficient  in  amount  and  of  good  quality. 

Gaol.  The  average  number  of  prisoners  was  loi  their  general 
health  was  fair,  the  prevalent  deseases  being  anaemia  and  digestive  and 
respiratory  affections.  The  gaol  is  kept  clean  and  in  good  sanitary 
condition,  the  ventilation  is  ample,  and  the  food  and  drinking  water 
good  and  sufficient. 

Kano.  The  average  resident  European  population  during  the  year 
was  25*8,  22'8  being  officials  and  3  non-officials.  The  sick  list  shews  98 
admissions  with  no  death,  as  against  114  admissions  last  year,  28  of 
the  admissions  being  due  to  malaria,  d  he  general  health  at  this 
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Sanitary  condition  of  the 
different  stations  with 
references  to  water  sup¬ 
ply,  drainage,  etc. 
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station  has  been  distinctly  better  than  last  year,  due  doubtless  to  the 
improvement  which  has  been  effected  in  the  housing  and  drainage. 

Baro-Kano  Railway.  The  average  number  of  Europeans  employed 
on  the  Railway  was  120 — among  whom  there  were  2  deaths  during  the 
year  and  9  invalids — a  death  rate  of  16.6  per  1000  as  against  a 
general  death  rate  for  the  Protectorate  of  20.04  1000, — and  an 

invaliding  rate  of  75  per  1000  compared  with  a  general  invaliding  rate 
of  g6.i6  per  1000 — a  very  satisfactory  record  considering  the  high  rate 
of  mortality  on  other  railway  construction  work  in  West  Africa. 
A  native  hospital  has  been  erected  at  Baro  and  a  European  sick  rest 
house,  which  will  be  replaced  next  year  by  a  European  hospital  on  the 
top  of  the  hill  for  the  treatment  of  cases  coming  down  the  line.  The 
sanitary  condition  of  Baro  has  been  much  improved — what  was 
formerly  a  swamp  has  now  been  drained,  and  where  this  is  impossible  all 
pools  are  treated  regularly  with  kerosene. 

Mosquito  proof  rooms  have  been  put  up  and  all  means  taken  to 
eradicate  malaria,  with  very  gratifying  results  to  the  health  of  the 
staff.  There  have  been  as  was  to  be  expected,  a  large  number  of 
minor  injuries  amongst  the  natives  employed,  but  there  were  only  3 
deaths  from  accident. 

There  were  3380  successful  vaccinations  performed  during  the  year. 
This  shews  a  large  increase  over  last  year  —  considerable  success  having 
attended  the  introduction  of  the  powdered  lymph  now'  used  in  the  more 
northern  stations  where  the  ordinary  lymph  failed  formerly.  There  are 
still  a  good  many  failures  owing  to  the  high  temperature  to  which  the 
lymph  is  exposed  on  it's  way  up  country  on  carrier’s  heads,  but  a 
certain  amount  of  success  is  now  met  with  in  stations  where  failure  was 
uniform  before.  All  Government  employes,  native  soldiers  and  police 
who  have  not  had  small-pox  have  novv  been  vaccinated  as  far  as 
possible,  and  considerable  numbers  of  the  inhabitants  of  tbe  native 
towns. 

The  general  health  of  the  Europeans  throughout  the  Protectorate  has 
■been  fairly  good;  there  were  966  admissions  on  the  sick  list  during  the 
year — the  numbers  for  1906  and  1907  being  847  and  900  respectively. 
That  of  the  native  population  was  good — there  being  no  serious 
epidemics.  The  total  number  of  natives  treated  at  the  Government 
hospitals  and  dispensaries  was  18,032,  an  increase  over  last  year  of  1,670. 

The  highest  shade  temperature  recorded  during  the  year  was  119°  at 
Maifoni  in  the  month  of  March — the  lowest  46°  at  Geidam  on  Januar}’ 
26th. 

The  highest  mean  temperature  was  at  Baro,  84°,  and  the,  lowest  at 
Zaria,  75°. 

The  greatest  annual  rainfall  was  58.77  inches,  which  was  recorded  in 
Bassa,  and  the  largest  amount  in  one  day, — 5  inches— at  Ilorin  on 
October  6th. 

The  greatest  range  of  temperature  was  met  with  at  Maifoni — 72° 
between  the  maximum  and  minimum  for  the  year.
